T WAS a great day for
Pittsburg  vesterday,
and she got up earlw.
So did all her conntry
cousing. Indeed many
of them, city folks and
rural visitors, took
breakfast together. So
that by the time Pitts-
burg was thoroughly
awake she was full,
which would have been
reprebensible had
instead of a
teeming populace
flocking from all quart-
ers of the compassbeen
her complement.

The smsll remnant
who had failed to com-
prebend the Columbian
celebration when yes-
terday dawned were
driven to inform them-
sclves by the superb

decorations, by the premonitory blasts,
tootings aud rataplans of many bands and
more than all by the immense crowds of

liquor

pecple upon the streete
Muaburg’'s Tarmnm to Discover Humanity.

1! Columbus completed his discovery of
Ameries four centuries ago, Pittsburg com-
pleted her discovery of Columbus yester-
dar. It is sale to say that the iliustrions
mariner from alos, bad he strolled down
Fifth avenuc esrly in the day, for the po-
lice would have stopped him after noom,
would have met lots of people who knew
a!l sbout him. Some doubtiess would have
been able to tell him many things about
himself that be pever knew. He might
Lnve shied slightly at some of his portraits,
but the doings in his honor in the main
would bave tickled him.

The celebration was worthy of Pittsburg;
the city has never worn a gayer garb, the
devorations downtown were mever so exten-
sive por so artistie, snd the parade was
eimply immense—that word is the best that
euo be thought of to describe the proces-
eion whieh for four hours wound sbout the
two citles, filling them with men, horses
and vehicles in stately order, and the air
with music and cheers.

Surpassed All Its Predecessors,

Considering the abstract character of the
iden which ealled forth this demonstration,
for, grand schievement as the discovery of
the New World was, it occarred 400 years
azo and antignities are nol provocative of |
euthusiasm as a rule In this land of the
iree. The parade was all the more extra-
ordinary. The only event of a similar |
character comparable to it in this eity's
history was the observation of the County
Centenpial foar yearsago. Bat the Colum-
bian procession absolutely surpasses all its
predecessors, and marks another stride up-
ward of the ecity. The westher was
divinely elear aod warm, the san shome
almost all the time, and the streete clean af
pot very soft for the marchers

The erowds that gathered slong the route
bad plenty to amuse them. To begin with
even wt ¥ o’clock there were enough sight-
seers oo the down town streets of Pittsburg
to mnake locomotion dificnit and even ex-
citing st times.

Sightseers Flock to Fifth Avenue,

In Allegheny and on the Bouthside the
best places to see from were seized upon
esrly in the morning.  But as usoal, Fifth
avenue wos the favorite rendezvous. That
vsually bustling thoroughfare was trane-
tormed; the rosdway was ciesr from curb to
eurt, only the cable cars rattling up and
down as the hour of the parade's starting
drew vear.
curb from telegraph pole to pole, with occs-
sioual temporary posts between, confined
pedesirisns to the sidewalk.  This slight
barrier served its purpose well, and enabled
the police to keep the two blocks belween
Smithfield apd Market streets clear for the
paradie, as ther certainly could not bave
otherwise done.

Every bit of avsailable space along: the
line of march from which the pagesnt could
be viewed advantageously, was taken up by
spectators. The windows along Fifth ave-
noe displayed many bright bunches of
feminine beauty. It seemed ss if society
had turned out in full force and eaptured
every business house along the avenue,
Not only were the house-tops nsed to get &
view of the men doing honor to the great
discoverer, but each projecting cornice was
occupied by men and boys who held on for
hours at the risk of their lives looking
down upon the brilliant spectacle. On the
